ye lis, aiul to bid my failhful friends an 
.iliedioni'e fii-ewell. Willi Ihh view, 
tlico, 1 had iirepared a paper for eonimuiii- 
eatioii to tlii.'iii. It has l)i:en intiiniiteil to 
nie lhai it is not desiralile that 1 idiould 
lake the eourKC that 1 had i-halked 
out, and coni-eijueiitly 1 di.'fer iiiy cnmmuni- 
c itioii. Will you liave the goodiie.-.s lo read 
this letter to the convention, t will only 
aild that the woidingof it is the iiiosi pain- 
ful event in tho political life of which il i.s 
the close. I have now to ask you to receive 
my most graleful acUnowledgiiient of your 
1 cHoliif ion of the I'Jtli ||'elii iiai-y , '■ouetied in 
terms which 1 know are evlravagantly beyond 
any desire of mine, and which I can accept 
only lis a last and crowning mark of your 
kindnesa and paitialily. 1 have feiired 
from tho lieginniiig that every hour's light- 
ing in tlie eontest which ends to-day, inuit 
widen tlie rift lictween us, and that its 
elo.se niu.st leave inc isolnted from your 
opinion, and deprived of every right to ex- 
pect your continued confidence. Therefore, 
I am cheered by no such expectation now,

know tho grounds of my retirement, and 
with that view, all excuse liaving ceased, I 
subjoin tho paper referred to in my quoted 
letter.

Tho paper alluded to makes four onlunins 
of the Toronto papers. Illake, looking at 
tli(^ pidtiiclivu system as it KlanilH, lliinks il 
can only lead Canada into grave political 
trouble, while mil estricted reeiprocily 
point t only lo political union with the 
I., ighboring ie])iililic. It ileclares that Ihe 
.XatioMid I'oiiey moved toward di.siiile'.; ration 
and aiiiie.xation instead of to con- oliclidion 
and in.iinteiiaiu'e of Hrilish eonneel ion. 'i'he 
logical result of a conlii. nance of Ihe pro- 
tective plan would be iiHscal union on tlu^ lines 
advocated liy tlio Imperial fcrderationisls. 
It iKicH not think, however, that I'liigland 
wiiuld impose dilTereiitial duties in fiivor of 
Canada. Blake's opinion Is that the trade 
question cannot be diverted from ^tbat of 



Canada's political future. Assuming, lie 
says, that unrc.di'ietyd trade or coinniercial 
union may or oiiglit to uomi', it can and 
should eoino only as an accident or a well 
understood procursor of political un- 
ion. He thinks, however, if Cana- 
da wants political union she should 
have better terms before than after coui- 
mereial iiulependcncc. Holding these views, 
Blake declares that the public mind ia not 
prep.ired to jironouiice upon the trade 
issue and its vast consequences, and adds 
that he cannot, therefore, properly recom- 
mend his late constituents to decide upon 
comuicrcial union. 

Tho Mail Bays: "There is but one inter- 
pretation to jilace on Blake's letter. It is 
protection and unrestricted <.reoiprooity. 
'I'lie letter is a disturber, and had it ap- 
peared while the campaign was in progress 
its influence would have lieen marked. 

The Empire Bays: "When u wot d might 
have averted tho danger; wlien timely in- 
structions publicly given could have forced 
the hands of bis rasb and wrong colleaguas, 
lil ike refused to speak that word, or rather 
lie spoke in in a whisper, and only dares 
to give it \'igorou3 voice when toe late to 
produce I lie elleet intended, and after tho 
country (no thanks to him), lias spoken in 
unmistakable eoiulemnation of unrestricted 
reciprocity. We can imagine, under the 
oircumstances, no course of conduct mere 
pitiably wanton and more cowardly tliau 
this; no action loss creditable to a public 
man. " 

The interest taken in the elections in 
Toronto was unprecedented. All the news- 
paper offices wore surrounded by gre.il 
crowds. "The Globe, Empire,' Telegram and 
News published cartoons and stercopticon 
views on canvas in front of their respective 
ollici s. Sir John's increased mojority was 
Ion, Ily cheered, and Carling's defeat alter- 
nately both cheered and groaned. Returns 
from the country constituencies showing 
larco Liberal gains created a good deal of 
enthusiasm around ■ tl»o Globa office, but 
were much growled at at the Empire and 
Telfgram offlci'S. As the evening wore on 
Ihe crowds became groat'..r and gre.itcr, and 
the c.xoiteiiiciit grsw more iiileiiHC us the 
contest gave evideie.'C of being closoil.

Mu. Cotton strongly condcimied the bill. 
He wished to see a more radical cliaiige in 
the land laws, and fully e.xpucted such a 
change. Five dollars an acre for agricid- 
tural huul uuw, Wius no niorc than one dollar 
an aeie ten or twelve yeais ago ; thi.s pro- 
posal to iiioioase the price of land woukl 
not put a stop to .speiuilation. Vie thouglit 
that tlie only way to [lut an end to .specula- 
tion Was liV practieally Jtupping all sales of 
public lands. Stocknien and others could, 
lie thought, be induced to leawc tlie ]Kistoral 
lands m the same manner as 1 iiids 
were leased in tho Australian colonies. 

Col. I),\KHii could not agree with the 
senior meuiber for \'ancoi!ver in regard to 
tlie desiriibility of leasing grazing lund in 
the same nuuiner as in foi-ce in Austialia. 
The coTulitions of the country wore entirely 
dissimilar, and the leasing could not be sat- 
isfactorily carried on. He did m.'t approve 
- of the receipts from sale of public lanils 
being classed as part of the revenue, unless 
tho per centage of the amount spent on pub- 
lic work was taken into consideration at the 
time. 

Hon. Mu. Turner was very much sur- 
prised to hear the hon. member from Van- 
couver argue in favor of the Australian 
leasing system. That sy.stem had proved 
disastrous; large tracts of land were devas- 
tated, and the settlers and pre-emptors M ere 
kept away. Tlie act before t he ffouse was 
in the direction of eiiciuraging the small 
settler, and in company with the Assess- 
ment Act, would ttccontplish its purpose, 
tie (Hon. Mr. Turner) contended that tho 
wild land tax had increased in proportion 
to the increase of lands alienated. He could 
not agree that the sale of public land was in 
all cases dieadvtintagcous. Settlers were 
needed in British Columbia, and farmers 
more particularly. He favored a slight 
amendment iu the direction of permitting 
the sale of smaller portions of lands— from 
fifty acres up — for the benefit of tho small 
fnrniei s. 

Mr. CKOtT strongly opposed the .sugges- 
tion olFered by .Mr. Cotton, that pastoral 
licenses should be granted The lands under 
such a system would be destroyed, and the 
public would benefit in no manner what- 
ever. 

Ml'.. .SwoRD wa."! in accird with iiruiy of 
the ideas e.^ipresiCil by the seninr meinlar 
for Vancouver City. He helieved in mak- 
ing the price of laml sold in large i|uanti. 
ties, so liigh that Kpeculation would be out

At the name time he had come to tho con- 
clusion that tho giving of tho royalties 
would fail to induce capitalists ts under- 
take railway construction in the province. 
The royalty was much opjioscd by the bulk 
of the people in the mining district.s, and 
therefore the (lovernment had decide, 1 lo 
rejieal the clauses, which tho people did not 
want. It was fair to expluiu that when 
firit contemplated, these royalties were 
for the special purpose of inducing 
capitalists to build tho Ashcroft and 
Cariboo railway, which in many res- 
])cets difTered from lui ordinary railway 
undertakinc It was not likely that the 
constnietiou of the road would be under- 
taken on the usual eotnmcreial lines, and 
tliese royalties were the bail decided on to 
induce capital to undertake the road. Other 
raihvays had naturally conic forward and 
asked for tlie same favors, and so the licne- 
tits of the clauses were applied to (juite a 
iiuniber, soiiio of which were not entitled to 
the same iissialance us tho Cariboo road. As 
a representative of Cariboo he thought that 
this royalty was not a sufficient inducement 
to accomplish the object aimed at. It was 
with the greatest freedom, as a representa- 
tive of Cariboo, that he moved the second 
reading of tliis bill. 

To Mr. .Sword— It does not interfere with 
any vested rights. 

Hon. .Mr. I!kavi:n availed himself of the 
opiiorlunily to criticise the genera) conduct 
oi the ( oiverninent, which lie accused of 
going back on its jioliey. The government.

Hon. members— Does it ?

The hon member tonk i rcilit 
to himself for fighting the Royalty bill 
vigorously when it was adopted by the 
House, and chHrged the government and its 
Icador with tacking respect in not 
siandiiig by their policy. 

litis. Mb. Davib replied to the loader of 
the Upposition at considerable length. That 
hon. gontlen^an had accused the govern- 
ment of lacking self respect, — of 
endeavoring to hang on to the 
llrsh jiots of power. wliih^ not 
enjoying the eonlideoee of the people. The 
jieople had ansueie 1 this stateineni at the 
polls. In reg ird to hanging on, the hon. 
leader of the Upposition was the lust one in 
a position to talk on this subjeel. When 
I he people luol pronoiineed against him at 
the p.ills, lie bad refused to suirender the 
reins of ]iower until practieally dragL;ed 
out of his seat by a vole of sixtec ii to eight. 
I!y proiiiieing the J(uini ils ot the Hons:', 
the Ibiii. Al torney-tleiieial sliowi d clearly 
that Hon. Mr. Heaven had not oppo-ed the 
royalty elausu when it was piissed hy the 
House. The hon. leader of tlie ()i)])Osit ion 
had, not for the first time, stated tliat the 
Ooveriinient reprcseiiteil only a n.iuority 
of the people— that the cities had 
been won for the Opposition. This 
he denied. Victoria was the only city 
tliat had supported the Opposition — and tlie 
action of the capital's voters was a niistaUe 
and an accident, of which the electors were 
now becoming convinced. Tlie result of 
the election for the Provincial House in 
Victoria was due nuiinlj' to the iiopularity 
of one man — the mayor of the city and the 
senior member. .Anil tliat his popularity 
was waning, was shown clearly by the tre- 
mendous defeat of tho candidates for the 
Uominion House, who had come out under 
his wing, and who hod lost their deposit 
money on Thursday. 

Coi. Baker referring to Hon. Mr. Hea- 
ven's crawfish story, said that t^e leader of 
the Opposition was more crabbed than 
until. (Oh!!) He had thought tho 
Koyalty clause advisable when it was pass- 
ed, but now saw its objectionable side and

.Mr. C/'oTtun had, through his jiaper, 
iitlacked the royalty el in-ie when il was 
lirst before the House, He helie'Vi tl tint, 
fit the time, the ( lONi-rninenl ^vas sincere in 
lieii'-viiii; til a the chmsi'S were to be hei.e- 
tie-i.il. ,'>nhsei|uent events h.id failed to 
jiislifj' expectaliijiH, anil the ( love; niiien; 
were now moving lo repeal what they saw 
was unwise legislation. 'I'liey were cert diry 
entitled to every credit for their action — 
they had the courage to come forward, ;iiid 
say th it they saw wliero they had been in 
error and were willing to correct ndstiikes. 
He should lertiinly support tho second 
re iding of tliis hill, and give tho Govern- 
ment credit for it. 

Mr. H.vll was disgusted with (he long 
discussion. The Opposition had mistaken 
the House for a debatin;; class; they were 
straying very far from the ijiiestion before 
the House, and he hop. d ihcy would bo called 
to oriler by Mr. Speaker.

removed. 

After some di.sciission the matter wa« re- 
ferred to the City .Surveyor to report, 
y H. M. Yates, secretary— applying for !i 
donation from the city to the Jubilee iioa- 
pital, which, owing to hick of funds, was 
getting into debt; also asking for a sidewalk 
from the fermiiius of tho tramway to the 
hospital fence. 

It was ordered that the reque.itfor a side- 
walk be granted and tht! petition for a don- 
ation referred to the finance conuniltee. 

John Elliott — objecting on behalf of the 
Fire Underwriters to the destruction by fire 
of the buildings upon the land to be occu- 
pied as a public market. Fire Wardens. 

Ai.D. MoKiLLicAN said that the reason it 
had heen proposed to bum the material was 
to prevent all possible infection from what 
might be on tho premises. 

On Iso & Co. ofTering to remove the pre- 
mises above referred to, including the Chin- 
ese theatre. The eominuniciitioii was re- 
ceived, und it was ordered lo notify the 
parties tint thoir reciuo-it couhl not be 
granted. 

The tabled ri;port of the licensing coni- 
niittte and asscssinent roll Wiis taken up 
and tho assessoi- w;ih to be rei|uested to pro- 
ceed at once t" revise the assessment roll, 
and value all iiroperty at its cash value, 
keeping improrements on tho real estate 
separate from the actual voluo of the prop- 
erty. 

With respect to the report of the Sewer- 
, age < c>n]nui lee, which had been presented 
at the last meeting, 

That report was as follows: - 
" Your Sewerage ("oiuinittee ln-g lo report 
that at a meeting of y<,ur corninitlee, held 
on the 'Jlst instant, the following resolution 
was passed, viz. : 

"Moved by Ald. Cm'oiii.AN and second- 
1 edby Ald. MoKll-l.lCAN that, whereas the 
progress of ihis city h is for some time 
past been very marked ; aud whereas it 
is considered to be the truest economy, and 
in the beat iutercsls of the city, in connec- 
tion with the seweriny of tho same, tli it 
jovcry effort bo made to secure as ellicieiit 
/system as possible by providing for the 
demands that will in all probability bo made 
upon it in the near future ; therefore ba it 
resolved that all sowers, where practicable, 
be plaeeil at a sufflbient depth to provide 
- for the sewerage of basementB " 

Ai.i). HiTNTi'.i: said that ho did not think 
that the sewerage solieine, in eoiiiuu'tion 
with the InisincsH and residi titial portions 
cf; the city, which hud been adopted, was 
np to the times, and in less than ten 
years «ould bo wholly iiiade(|uate. Ho 
eaiil it was proposed to have a deep system 
of sewerage, whioh would be ample for all 
purposes. It would, according to the engi- 



neers, cost from §50.000 to 600,000 more 
than the present scheme, aud 
he believed tho people would 
ull be in favor of-a systoni us perfect 
it was possible to have it. '1 he proposed 
deep system would go up us fur us Cook 
street both ways. 

lu answer to tho Mayor, Au>, Edntek 
said the average depth would be from six 
to seven feet deeper than now. 

After considerable discussion the report 
wuB adopted. 

Accounts amounting to 34,4!?1,71 were 
passed und ordered to bo paid. 

The account of 5100 from the Telephone 
Co., for keeping office open all night, was 
Blrongly objected to on the ground that no 
value had breii given for it. 

The Mayoii said that the council not 
having iioiilied the company to discontinue 
the service the corporation might be morally, 
if not legally, responsible. 

The matter was referred to tho city 
barristers and lire wardens. 

The consideration of a number of by-laws 
was deferred until after the passage of the 
bill now before the legishiturc. 

On motion Mr. Kaymnr was appointed 
auditor for the city in connection with tho 
Tramway Co. and Ald. Rknouk us repre 
sentative director of that company. 

Ai.i). HuNTKK was appointed a member of 
the licensing board. 

Al.i). RiuiJ.^liDS introduced an mnmciid 
inent to the Appropriation By-Law tt 
cover certain items which had been omitted 
The street coininittee's report, anioiij 
oi'.ei dii 1^ ■ , t'lat Mr. Alexander .Juck be 
a(>poiiited as arbitrator for the corporation 
It th'i inattnr of ac(iuiring certain properly 
I'o II .d ^i.l.nn| for the purpose of widen 
111 .; t.'l.a'hi.in street. Spring Ridge ; and 
BU.ciii^ tl.at Mr. Uowdcr was coiilident that 
on or about Slh Inly, IS.Si), he had notified 
the church wardens of St. .lolin's Church to 
remove their fence back lo the str*et line; 
that he had fui !ier iiotilied them in July 
1S90, but that Mr. .Saiiiidei.s could not say 
wlieiher or not he had received it, and the 
IS tnontlis rc((nire(l under the Victoria 
Ofiicial Map Act would not expire until 
about January lli, 1S'J± 
Tho report was adopted. 
1'heSanitary Comndtteo reported recom- 
niending that a boom bo placed across that 
portion of ilames Bay which was used as a 
iliunping ground, also that a bioin be placed 
near the bridge to stop rubbish floating into 
tho harbor. 'I'hia, it was thought, would 
also have the ell'ect of testing tho question 
of foreshore rights— Kcport adopted. 

The Siiwcruge Committee reported that 
at their last meeting they had passed the 
following rusolutlon: "That the Council 
bo, und is hereby recommended, to appoint 
.Mr. J. B: Harrison clerk of the works in 
connection with tho construction of sewer- 
age works of this city, the appointment to 
take effect from the commencement of the 
work." 

Aid. Smith moved the adoiition of the re- 
port. 

Aid. Coughlan dissented. He did not 
think that the uppointinent was proper. 
Moreover, it was pri'niature. He thought 
that application.s, accompanied by creden- 
tials, bhould be called for, and moved, sec- 
onded by Aid.

Aid. Richards said that certain things in 
connection with sewei'age matters had re- 
cently come to light which it was highly 
proper shoubl come liefore the Council, and 
lie thoroughly ventilated before any further 
action were taken. He should like a special 
nn eling, to-morrow afternoon, if pdSjible. 
There was one mcniher who would be able 
to lay before the memhnrs the evidence and 
facts which rei^uired to be looked into. He 
could assure tnembers that tho matter was 
sarinus. 

Ai.D. Hunter said that Aid. Richards 
was in duty bound to produce his facts be- 
fore the council ccinld proceed a single step 
with .=ewerage matters. He hid given it to 
be undei stood I hat there were some dark 
secrets, und until the aldermen knew which 
of them were the culprits it was impossible 
for them to rest content. 

Ald. Richakds said he had made no re- 
flectii ns on any niember of the board. 

After remarks from Aldei men Smith, 
Holland and Munn, it was resolved that the 
subject should come up at a special meeting 
to-morrow (Saturday) evening. 

The report of the Superintendentof Police 
was received and adopted. 

The matter of disposing of the material 
composing the Chinese buildings upon the 
land to be occupied as a market^was left 
with the firewardens. 

The CDiitract for pipe sh< ds was awarded 
to Mr. William Racket at |924; that for a 
liie police exercise wagon they left with 
the fire wardens, the council, howerer, ap- 
peared to favor the plans und spicitiealioni 
Ifered by Mr. Thomas McLaughlan at 
S400.

ANORY AND ABUSIVE. 

Our evening contemporary is in a very 
bud hamor. But this is not surprising. It 
has been snowed under, and while it feels 
the chill it cannol be expected to be very 
jolly. 

Ilitl ilefe;U, tlioUL'h lianl to bear, .should 
not put the Times in a cynical fjame of 
minil anil lauso it to abuse in veiy bitter 
terms the men whom only two or three days 
ago it flattered. 

Its annoyance and chagrin have eiitiscd it 
to e.xprcfB itielf like one of the fioliiih 
pco])le. Anion;,' Dther 8ense!e.'5H tliing-i it 
Fays : " NiiUe better tliau tlie t'dntervativcs 
know that Messrs. I'rior and Earle owe 
their majority to men wl» are not in . touch 
with them on the leading questions of the 
d:iy. " What on earth would cause ten 
hundred and odd voters to cast llieir 
ballot;) for Messrs. Prior iuul Earle 
if they were net in touch with 
them on tho leading (questions of 
the day? It., would be difBcult to 
find in the whole Dominion a constituency 
ia which the eli^ctors (generally voted more 
in ao.;oriiance with their convictions thi:n in 
this of Victoria, and, we may add, that 
there is not a eoiistitueney in Canada tlie 
membera of which are better able to judye 
^ for themselves as to how ihey should vote. 

The electors of Victoria can, without the 
slightest insincerity, be addressed as "free 
and independent. " There were no impro- 
per influences used at the cleelion, and the 
proportion of voters in the city on whom 
improper inllueuccs could linvo any effect is 
veiy small indeed. 

Messrs. Earle and Prior can boast that 
they are the free choice of a free consti- 
tuency, a constituency which was in toneh 
with them — and closely, too, cn the (pics- 
tioiis at issue. It was b'jcau.:e the elei-tMrs 
believed in the [)f)liey of tiio Governiiiunt 
that they voted for the Government candi- 
dates. Altliough tliey are both popular 
men we are convinced that merely personal 
considerationB had lets weight with the 
clectoro of Victoria at this election thi-n 
at any olhei-. Tlie electors voted for the 
policy and not for the men. 

Tho reader of tho Times article, if bo did 
not i<now better, would be led to think that 
the men qaalified to vote ia this city who 
were not registered were nil Liberals. 
Nothing could be furtlicr from tiie trutli 
than this. It tliey, as iIlc Times asserts, 
number one thousanil, we vcnlme to s.iy 
that at least seven luiiidrcd of them, if tl.uy 
had voles, would have cast tliem tor the 
Government candidates. To pretend that 
the unrestricited reciprocity vote wua dis- 
propoi'tionately wcalieneil in tliis city for 
want of registi'al ion is pure non-si^nse. 

The w.iy tlial the Times " goes for " tlie 
" average vol! !■ ' is very amusing, ('oiisid. r- 
in; tliut ils editor lias for llie pa^t two week.s 
baen addressing the "average voter " in tho 
most Bomplimentary terms, it is funny to 
HOC him now deelarini» that he is the reverse 
of "pervious as touching his bknll." Tlio 
best evideiuu; tliat eoulil be adduced as to 
tho discernment and the intelligence of 
tlio "average voter" i-, that lie was 
too wide ttwuke to be deceived by the fulla- 
oious figures of the heavy Liberal candidate, 
and the fhietit nonsonao of the liglir one. 
They in-^nlt the men who refuted to follow 
these blinil leaiUrs, by .speaking of Ihfm as 
a " lie: d " of cattle, who lire only lit to be 
driven by llio whip of the " vaqiiero, " 
and a "queer animal," is in striking 
contrast to tlie way in which they were 
addressed in the Victoria theatre, anil 
elsowhcio din ing the campaign The vo 
ters who, aft r the election, are allndi;il coii-

MISGHIEVOUS LEOISLATION, 

Mr, Kellle's motion to ask the Farliumeut 
of tho Dominion to impose an expbft duly 
on ores, nnd Mr. Martin's umcndirent to 
prevent the Crow's Nest and Kootenay 
Railway Act going into operation until sueli 
a duty if i|rtpos(jd, are, both of tb^m, pro-; 
positions not calculated to advance the ii.- 
terests of British (\iluml)ia. Mr. Kellic 
ought to know that the enter|u ising men in 
Kootenay who invest tlieir money in mining 
have intelligence enough lo carry on their 
business in a M'ay best calculated to uilvanco 
their owd and the cotmtry's interest,- which 
arc in this case identical, without the inter- 
ference of the gentlemen wlio form the 
Legislatures of the Dominion and the pro- 
vince. The mediUing with the mining busi- 
ness which he proposes, is certain to do mis- 
chief. When it is best for the miners not 
to export ore they will not export it, imd to 
place barriers in the way of its ox|)ortation 
before the country is well opened up, and 
business has had a st.irt, is to place a 
serious obstacle in tlie way of the 
progress and development of that part of 
the province. Lot the railways once pene- 
trate the country and enable miners to get 
in machinery an 1 supplies cheaply, and 
measures will soon be taken to smelt Ibo 
ores where they lire taken out of the ground. 
Business men are not fond of paying freight 
forilross when it can by any possibility be 
avoided. 

Mr. Martin's amendment is on the face of 
it obstructive. Since tho Legislature ean- 
n'lt lie prevailed upon to refuse cbartcrs to 
those who have fipplied for them tlic next 
thing for the obstructives to do is to make 
the charters useless when obtaineil. We 
are quite satisfied that if tlic 
I'ailway Act can not be put 
in force until nn export duty on ores is im- 
posed, it will remain forever a dead-letter. 
Tho Dominion Legislature has bfeii urgi il 
to impose a duty on nickel oie, lint no one 
in autliiii ily lias, by the slightest sign, 
shown that this request will be gianted. 
Tile interest of the country ia to have the 
nicl; el ilepo.sits utilized as soon as possible. 
When that is iloiie, the v, hole liu. incss uili 
be able to take caie of itsi lf without l.gis- 
hitive tinkering of any kinil ; and tliis rca 
soiling applii's to silver and lead and i.'opper 
ores willi quite as much force as it docs to 
nickel. Give the Kootenay country tho 
railway.i it needs, and there will be no 
trouble about the ores. But iMr. Martin's 
amendment will, if inserted in the bill, very 
effectually prevent the roads being built.

It is the last straw that breaks the c:uiicr.s 
back, and it may lie a s'iglit insult addid to 
till' many that have alrciily In en eirtred, 
may prove too much for the self-restraint of 
the men who have already borne so much. 

It might be thought that if there is an oc- 
casion in which the non-union men might 
consider themselves safe from insult it 
would bo at a film nil. Kesp: et for tho 
presence of ilu.lli deters even iiiipriiiciple 1 
a 111 violent persons from giving way to pis- 
sion, and from acting in an unseemly man- 
ner. But the Wellington strikers and tlieii 
friends and backers do not think it cs 
sary to put much restraint upon ili- loselves 
at any time.

long to their organizitiou, and wlu icfusc 
to sumit to its authority, at uU times and 
iu all places. This is most unfortuiiHte, for 
the demonstrations of hate and contempt if 
not put a stop to will be ture 
to lead to trouble The menibeis 
of the union in vy iiay that tl.ey 
are not responsible for the uels of tho wo- 
men and boys, and for tho language used by 
those who form the processions. Butis this 
the case ? Could not tho union at any mo- 
ment, by saying the word, have put a stop 
to tlie whole niip!<Msiiiit ur-.s ? Tlie men 
and woiiii-n w-|io take siieli I naible to sliow- 
how iinieli tliey dislike iiiiiier.i w-lio earn an 
honest living by working in and iiboiil the 
Wellington mines, arc completely under the 
control of tho union. The union is respon- 
sible for tho presence of the unemployed 
persons in Wellington, and for the pub ie 
denionstrutiouu which I hey have made and 
are making, and it will bo responsible for 
any evil consequence whicli they may occa- 
sion. 

Like our respected correspondent, we 
cannot understand why the processions, 
which ore contrary to law, are s-till ke|)l up, 
and why tho .system of persecution ami an- 
noyance is still persisleii in. Nolliiiig goml 
has eome of it, all, aii l iiolbirig good can 
come of it, either to the union niiners or to 
the community.

This cause of Home Rule has lost its in- 
terest for thousands of those who were but a 
very little while ago well-disposed towards it 
and ready to nid in helping it along.

They see that the men do 
not think enough of the causa to .which 
it was supposed they had devoted tlieir 
lives to make a few sacrifices for its 
sake.

Sixty Years a Switchman on the 
New Tork.OentraL 



Xlthoagh He Ii Wholly rHIIternte His 
Slental Fowori Have a Rninurkitble 
Natural VlBor— How llo Ouco 
DtiOed Tvro KeKlmeiits. 

' -Down at Stuyvosant, on tho Central 
'Hudson road, says tho Albany (N. Y.) 
Sxpross, thoro is stationed a swltohman 
•who has boon at his post over since trio 
first train passed over tho rails, and had 
heen in tho company's employ boforo 
that, almost from the day whon the first 
tie was l&id and tho first spike was 
driven. 

Although ho Is wholly illiterate his 
mental powers have a natural vigor that 
is remarkable. Onco the company 
issued an ordor directing that all switoh- 
mon who could not road or write were to 
quit its service. Pat Sweeny got a boy 
in his shanty to teach him how to road 
tho numbers of tho engines so that ho 
could report tho timo and number of 
trains that passed his flaR shanty every 
day. The old man had apparently 
passed tho' ago whon the mind can yet 
ho turned back and made to prasp what 
it has outgrown, for ho discharged tho 
boy, but his oar was still keen. In less 
than a month ho had learned tlie num- 
ber ot every ongiae on the road by the 
sound of Its boll, and never mado a 
isinglo error in his reports. This is 
^ouohcd for by peop'o who have known 
Swoony half a century. 

lie 'loos not Inunv what Tear is. and a 
story is told how he once defied two 
regiments of soldiers because ho knew 
what bis duty was and they did not. It 
-was in April, 1803, during war times. 
Sweeny was at his post on tho road, 
•which was then doublo-tracked north of 
.'Stuyvesant, but had but ono track be- 
tween that town and New York. Fif- 
teen carloads of soldiers on a special 
train, bound for New Y'ork, reached 
Stuyvesant early one morning, and 
' ^Sweeny, •who was on the lookout, 
stopped tho train, because the train 
which bad immediately preceded it car- 
ried no sifrnal to give warning that tho 
special was behind it. It was before tho 
days of block sipnals, and iniich dcpend- 
«d on a romombrance of orders as to 
liow trains •were to be run. Thecom- 
•mandant of the troops could not under- 
stand why tho train had come to a 
standstill. Leaping from the train ho 
bofjan making inquiries, and found 
Sweeny standing- at the .switch, which 
10 had looked. 

"What does this moan?" thundered 
-thoofScer. "Don't you know these are 
Federal troops under orders from Wash- 
ington to proceed to Kew York without 
delay? What do you mean by stopping 
this train without orders?" 

iSweeny pointed his thumb over his 
shoulder ia the direction of the single 
.track. 

"The trai& ahead oarried no signal for 

yez," said he, "and there bees an up- 
train on its way." 

"Unlocl: that switch instantl3-," com- 
manded the officer, drawing his sword. 
.*'Not a moment's delay .now. Unlock 
it." 

"I'll not," said .Sweeny, and the 
•words were scarcely out of bis nioutli 
l)oforo a dozen soldiers, in obedience to 
an order," husthnl tliv switclunan into 
thesbanty. Ono tlirust liis bayoni-t, into 
tho boards alongside of Sweeny's neck. 
The others piuned him in a similar man- 
ner under the arms. Half a dozen oth- 
ers placed tho muzzles of their loaded 
muskets within a few inches of his 
head. 

"Give up that key and lot this train 
proceed," was tlie couiiiiand. ami wliilo 
no throat accompanied it the switchman 
knew that the next order would be to 
■pull the triggers. He never flinched. 
"Not wan foot docs this train move," 
•' lie said, without a tremor. 
"I will give you ono inin — " 
At that moment a shrili whistle was 
heard, and boforo tho officer could finish 
.•bis order the train from Albany came 
flying along at the rate of forty miles an 
'•Tiour. Sweeny's watchfulness had pre- 
vented a terrible disaster. lie know 
■well that the first train should have dis- 
played signal Hags to indicate that lliero 
••was another following. Had ho perniit- 
■^ted the train carryint; tho soldiers to 
■/proceed there would liavo been a fright- 
ful eollision at about Stockport, where 
* curve through a rocky cut shuts out 
all view yards ahead. It didn't take 
oillier tlic ollicers or the mon lon^' to 
realize wliat a narrow escape llioy had 
-made and to appreciate the bravery of 
the switchman who was ready to give 
up his own life rather than permit 1,000 
jncn to put thoirs in danger. 

Famous Sam Sloan was president of 
tho Central in those days, and when ho 
heard of Swocuy'scourageous act he sent 
him a chock for a generous amount and 
:summarily disohargod the en|rineer and 
Ksrew of the train that had run through 
%vitliout a signal. And, strange to say, 
no strike was ordered because of thoir 
di.schargo, nor was I'rosidont Sloan 
iasked to specify reasons.

ENGLAND'S SNOW-STOEMS

parts of the country were well-nigh im- 
passable. To add to the discomfort a 
bitter east wind blew all tlie time. 
Ships anxious to enter the port of Lon- 
don won.' oblig'ed to remain at the mouth 
of the Thames, and erows suiJered great 
privations. Provisions were dear, liorses 
and cattle often died of cold, and scarcc- 
; ly. a bird lived through the winter. The 
citizens of London, however, resolved 
on havin.T some profit out of the ex- 
traordinary weather, built a rep-iilar 
colony on the ice-bound Thames. Shops, 
taverns, coft'ee-hiuiscs, booths for 
dramatic representations, printing' of- 
fices and similar buildings sprang up 
Jike magic. This winter was probably 
the severest ever Icnown in Enfrland, 
tliouprh the followinfr one of 1081-85 was 
famous for its e.vtrcnu? cold. 

In ITlil came a week's fall of snow in 
.lanuary, followed by a lonfr, bard frost. 
Provisions became so dear in tlie west 
of England th.at bread was sold by its 
weight in money, and coals were forty 
shillings a quart. Tho year of 1784 was 
remarkable for anntlicr sev(>re winter. 
Snow bcfran fallinsr ■ the Tth of Octo- 
ber and fell, alniM.st witliout intcrmis- 
sicm, until tlio 'Jd of .Vpril in the follow- 
ing year, or for nearly 180 days in all. 
In addition to this a strong frost pre- 
vailed daring the same period. The 
Thames was again frozen ov6r in 178S, 
17!);i and ITOS. In the following J'ear, 
the last of the century, a terrible snow- 
storm raged tliro\i;(hout the midland 
counties. In his work on tho "Climate 
of England," U'hi.stlccraft says that dur- 
ing the storm a poor woman named 
Woodcocli, a native of Cambridge, was 
buried in the snow for eight days. She 
lived for several nionth.s after being 
rescued. 

The 3-ear ISI'2 is famous in hi.story as 
that of the terrible retreat of the grand 
army from .Moscow, in which Napole- 
on's forces were wealcened by the loss 
of four hundred thousand men. This 
year saw some exceptionally severe 
snow-storms in the southwest of En- 
gland, liray, a local magnate of Lavis- 
sock. returning from Exeter by way of 
Dartmoor, found the snow so thick at 
More ton llamp.stead that it was impos- 
sible to pi'oceed farther on his home- 
. ward journey. At Moreton Hampstead 
he was obliged to remain for no less 
than three weeks imtil tho snow had 
cleared off suflicieiitly for him to re- 
siune his travels. The winter of 181-1 
is stQl remembered by some very old 
people as tliat of the ''Great Frost." 
Snow was so deep and remained so long 
^ qa;t}ic'''7oadS 'tbat the mail coaches were 
prevented from mnninij, and communi- 
cation between the chief centers of 
population was extremely di^oult, and 
in some cases impossible. 

Six years later tlie southwest of En- 
gland suffered from another terribly 
severe snow-storm. On Dartmoor the 
' snow was several feet deep, and nu;per- 
oiis fatalities occurred, perf?ons not only 
being lost, but thos..- ^vho went out to 
seek them also perishing in the great 
drifts. The snow-storm of December, 
1886, was the most severe fall known to 
England since that of ITli). The 
snow began falling on the 24th and con- 
tinued over Christmas day into Boxing 
day. l!y the evening of! tho latter it 
liad drifted in .some places to a depth of 
forty and even fifty feet. This snow- 
storm extended all over the countiy, 
and innncrous lives were lost in it. 
Husincss was almost at a standstill, as 
the mail coaches could not run, and cor- 
respondence was delayed for over a 
week. 

In IS I f came another severe snow- 
storm, during which several mail 
coaches had to be dug out of the drifts, 
among them being the noted "Cjuiek- 
silver,'' once famous for its rapid trips. 
Seventy men were employed in releas- 
ing this coach from the snow before it 
could proceed on its way. During the 
last forty years there have been several 
severe snow-stonus. but none j'.-re;'! 
enough to warrant us in contradicting 
our grandfathers when they say that 
"these times are nothing like tho old 
ones — for snow-storms or any thing 
else."
